Ebert, who was clubbed by Forbes maga- 
wine i 2eoF do the caat powerdul pulit in 
America, was one of the mosely widely read 
movie critics, Kaew for core cha po pears 
af insighnfal, sometinees sarcastic and often 
humorous reviews. 

“For a generation of Americans —and espe- 
cially Chicagoans— Roger was the movies,” 
President Obama said in a statement. “When 
he didn’t like a film, he was honest; when he 
did, he was effusive—capturing the unique 
power of the movies to take us somewhere 
magical.” 

Ebert’s reviews appeared in more than 200 
newspapers and in 1975 he won the Pulitzer 
Prize for Criticism, the first film critic to do 
so. But his most visible role was as one of the 
hosts of a popular television movie review 
show with Gene Siskel, a reviewer from the 
rival Chicago Tribune. 

The program began airing in the 1970s on 
local public TV and eventually ran nation- 
ally under various names, including “Siskel 
& Ebert.” The sometimes sparring pair later 
trademarked their “Two thumbs up!” seal of 
appodval fer movies.

“The ‘painful fracture’ tliat amaee it clifeeede 
for me to walk has recently been revealed to 
be a cancer,” Ebert said in dhe blog posting, 
giving no further details abour the wpe of 
cancer or diagnosis.

In the film, adapted from Sam Raimi’s 1981 
cult favorite (Raimi produced the remake), 
Levy plays Mia, whose attempt to kick drug 
addiction during a Midwestern cabin excur- 
sion turns deadly after she and her friends 
unleash evil spirits. 


If you, like the characters in “Evil Dead,” 
walked into a room full of dead cats and 
found a book that was elaborately bound, 
what would your reaction be? 

I would definitely open it. If it said, “don’t 
read it,” there’s a chance I might. I don’t 
know. I like to think I wouldn’t. I might be 
scared of reading it, but I would definitely 


ope it. T would deGnitely take the book 
from the basement and look what’s inside. 


Would you be more likely to read it if it said 
“read it” or “don’t read it”? 

{Laughs.} That’s funny. I don’t know. That’s a 
really funny question though. 


A lot of people who were involved in the 
original were on board for the remake and 
there was more money to create the vision. 
In general, how should people determine 
whether a remake is worth doing? 

That’s a good question. I’m not sure, but 

I trusted that there was a reason for this 
remake because, like you said, the original 
people wanted to make it again. When they 
made the first movie it was never released 
in theaters, and they wanted a chance now 


bo make this movie te be celtased on the 

big screen, which is where ee Chong shall 
waiteh a mee. ... [ think people shuld 
defnizely see it ina oeevie cheater becouse 
fevling the audience's eoengy areucid you 
alot of hin, When T saw ig ar SAS wath 
anaucience, they were cheecing, they were 
laughing, they were seoguming, They were ory- 
ing, they were yelling.

When a secret door 
— = in the floor leads to 
a musty room filled 
with rotting cats, 
the situation doesn’t 
really scream, “Hey, if 
you find an elabo- 
rately wrapped book 
nearby, take it and 
read it out loud!” 
Well, you know 
what they say about 
curiosity— though 
curiosity ain’t what 
hanged those cats 
from the ceiling—and that’s just what gets 
the best of a teacher (Lou Taylor Pucci) 
in “Evil Dead,” a remake that’s not much 
smarter. Like Sam Raimi’s far lower-budget 
and rather overrated 1981 flick that spawned 
the horror-comedy classic “Evil Dead IT” 
and made a hero of Bruce Campbell, the new 
“Evil Dead” spouts blood and not a lot of 
personality when a bland group of 20-some- 
things unleash evil forces during a getaway at 
aremote cabin in the Midwest. 

Oddly, no one identifies the book as the 
Necronomicon, perhaps out of fear viewers 
new to the franchise would think that’s a 
convention for those who see dead people

exclusively at night. 

Foolishly, director/co-writer Fede Alvarez 
frames the excursion to the woods as an ef- 
fort to help Mia (Jane Levy of “Suburgatory”) 
get sober, mostly so her friends and older 
brother (Shiloh Fernandez) can force her to 
stay put even when her withdrawal suggests 
something closer to possession. Levy’s very 
good, whether she’s shivering with barely 
controlled panic or letting loose in a bent 
finale that’s a case of too little, too late. 

Every other performance in this gruesome, 
unnecessary effort is awful. Alvarez, often 
playing things too seriously to be any fun, 
botches the original’s few memorable images. 
(Spoiler alert: The raped-by-a-tree incident 
now involves a furry-tongued thing that 
emerges from a spirit’s mouth and then vio- 
lates Mia.) Very simply, the new “Evil Dead” 
brings nothing to the table but more money 
and more gore. 

A sequel already is in the works, which is 
nice because of the aforementioned original 
sequel’s excellence, but not nice because, re- 
ally, can’t we leave well enough alone?

Unlike modern CGI that looks 
merely like an impressive and very expensive 
imitation of fantasy, “Jurassic Park” submits 
you to the wonder of its imagination and 
makes you believe a tyrannosaurus has really 
gotten loose. 

Just as extraordinary as always, the film 
holds up remarkably well—aside from lines 
like, “It’s an interactive CD-ROM!” that got 
chuckles out of the preview audience — for 
something that preceded/helped name the 
Toronto Raptors and Jurassic 5. With a flaw- 
less score by John Williams, it remains a grip-

ping story about human ambition and error, 
with a relatively light touch from Spielberg in 
confronting his favored parenting issues. 

With a fourth “Jurassic Park” film on the 
way, this is the part where I say that the 


franchise’s sequels aren’t very good (particu- 
larly “The Lost World”) and nobody needs 
another one. Still, the first “JP” belongs on a 
big screen, and even on a repeat of a repeat 
viewing it’s magical to get lost in its world.

First, let’s acknowl- 
edge something nice: 
Bradley Cooper is 
very good in “The 
Place Beyond the 
Pines,” even better 
than the Oscar- 
nominated actor was 
in “Silver Linings Playbook.” 

Unfortunately, director/co-writer Derek 
Cianfrance (“Blue Valentine”) doesn’t fully 
consider the details and challenges of any 
character in the story—even Avery (Cooper), 
an inexperienced cop who doesn’t appear 
until about an hour into the movie. First, 
“Pines” follows Luke (Ryan Gosling, looking 
lost), a stunt motorcycle rider who quits his 
carnival job after learning that a brief fling 
with Romina (Eva Mendes, Gosling’s real-life 
squeeze) yielded him an infant son. Luke 
needs money to have any shot of convinc- 
ing Romina he deserves a bigger place in 
her and her son’s life than Romina’s new guy 
(Mahershala Ali), so it’s no surprise that Luke 
eventually takes his auto shop boss Robin 
(Ben Mendelsohn) up on his idea about rob- 
bing banks. 

When Luke wants to rob two banks in one 
day and Robin has had enough of the loose 
cannon, he tells him, “If you ride like light- 
ning, you're gonna crash like thunder.” “Crash 
Like Thunder” would have been a more fitting 
title to a film seeking big drama but refusing

to let people act in unexpected ways. 

When Cooper’s character gets involved, 
“Pines” becomes disappointingly melodra- 
matic and contrived. The guilt and conflicted 
feelings that wash over him far outshine 
the more broadly conceived, tattooed-and- 
Metallica“I-shirt-wearing bad boy Gosling 
plays. (Emory Cohen and rising star Dane 
DeHaan play the teenage sons of Avery and 
Luke, respectively, in a subplot that feels an- 
noyingly inevitable.) 

It can be interesting to consider that so- 
called “bad guys” aren’t always bad guys—and 
I don’t mean that in the way that “Wreck-It 
Ralph” meant it—but “Pines” attempts to 
depict a vicious circle of anguish that’s as 
profound as a stacked deck eventually tip- 
ping over. 

Like the far more perceptive “Blue Valen- 
tine,” “The Place Beyond the Pines” leaves 
you with a sense that the world is terrible 
and people have little chance to bridge the 
gaps between them. It doesn’t take a cheap 
story of corruption and a faux-Shakespearean 
tragedy to tackle hopelessness, though. Just 
a closer look at the players involved, kicking 
water until their chin rises clear above the 
surface.

The fixings: Not shy to play favorites, 
Nicole O'Brien attests that the Black Betty 
($8.95) is hers. | must admit it may be mine 
as well, with its chunks of creamy blue 
cheese, divinely crunchy bacon slices, an 
ample pour of buffalo-blue cheese sauce 
and crispy onion strings that enjoy a dunk 
in buttermilk before frying. The Midnight 
Special ($8.95) combines the O’Briens’ fa- 
vorite spicy toppings: jalapeno-flecked jack 
cheese, chipotle cream sauce, pico de gallo 
and-—I jest not, fellow burger fiends—chili- 
cheese-flavored Fritos. Even the classic 
cheeseburger, called simply the Leadbelly

($6.95), is spiced up thanks to sriracha pickles 
that are tongue-ticklingly tangy. Should you de- 
sire, the table next to the counter features any 
sort of mustard, ketchup or hot sauce you could 
dream of, along with Leadbelly’s own spicy 
ketchup made right on the premises. 


The fries: How does one create fries as crispy 
as Leadbelly’s? By frying them twice, of course: 
Hand-cut potatoes are flash-fried at a low tem- 
perature and sent to rest in the cooler before 
taking a high-temperature dip. Each portion is 
served in a wax paper-lined metal fry basket 
with your choice of topping, from sea salt and 
pepper ($1.95) or garlic and parmesan ($2.95) 
to the rather iconoclastic Polish Fries ($3.95) 
topped with sauerkraut and Polish sausage 
bits. Portions are moderate, so even the most 
heavily adorned variations—such as the Belly 
Fries ($3.95) with Carolina mustard barbecue 
sauce and tiny cubes of pork belly—are not as 
over-the-top as they sound. 


The drinks: The only 
thing The Great Burgerelli 
enjoys more than a milk- 
shake is, but of course, 
an adult milkshake. In icy 
creations such as the Red 
River ($7.95), Leadbelly 
has found a suitable 
purpose for the curious 
spirit that is whipped 
cream-flavored vodka by

combining it with cherry vodka, mixed berry 
ice cream and a crown of whipped cream. 
Milkshakes are garnished with a whimsical 
curlicue of pulled sugar and also are available 
non-spiked (vanilla, chocolate or berry, $4.95). 
There also is an impressive selection of craft 
beer, including canned brews by Revolution, 
packaged just a few miles away in nearby 
Avondale. What a marvelous instance of local 
synergy for fans of both burgers and beer! 


Everything else: Each burger is accompanied 
by treat inconspicuously tucked into a wax 
paper bag. That would be the “almost famous” 
butter cookie—a thin, shortbread-like beauty 
that you will eat and then immediately want 
more. (Clearly that is why they are stacked 

by the dozen into ribbon-adorned Ball jars 
($9.95) to bring home.) Ask why they are called 
“almost famous” and you'll be regaled with 
this entertaining anecdote: Steve baked them 
for an event attended by then-President Bill 
Clinton, and he apparently took such a liking 
to them that his Secret Service men reportedly 
were sent back for seconds. 


The bottom line: If one heartily indulges in 
everything Leadbelly has to offer—burgers, 
fries, milkshakes and cookies—then one is per- 
haps destined to leave feeling as if their belly is 
indeed full of lead. But | have never been one 
to shy away from eating myself silly, so | am 
proud to declare Leadbelly a gluttonous gem 
of a burger shop.

It was just an awkward idea they came up 
with on a lunch break. 

Now the creators of “The Awkward 
Phase,” a Tumblr blog dedicated to cringe- 
worthy childhood photos and the positive 
stories behind them, are in touch with a book 
publisher. Tyler Gillespie, 26, of Uptown, and 
Claire Meyer, 23, of Albany Park, found out 
a few weeks ago that their blog was one of 
three finalists out of almost 200 submissions 
to Chronicle Books’ “Great Tumblr Book 
Search.” Sworn to a vow of secrecy, they were 
able to share the news Tuesday. 

“We are over the moon,” Gillespie said. 
“This has been such an amazing and fun 
time.” 

The blog is simple: Users submit photos 
of their “awkward phases” — anything from 
a terrible outfit, obvious braces or freshman 
year homecoming photos —and tell the story 
behind them. 

“It’s not about ‘I was kind of gangly and 
weird back in the day and I’m hot now,’” 


Meyer, a stand-up comic, said. “It’s more 
about ‘I’m owning that phase now, I’m own- 
ing it and loving it.” 

It was Meyer’s own Halloween photo from 
when she was 13, where she was dressed as a 
picnic table as her friends posed in their cat 
ears and skirts, that helped catch the atten- 
tion of Chronicle. 

“Couldn't I see that my friends were too 
cool for me? Why hadn’t I worked on my sexy 
hip pop pose? I was too busy giving a thumbs 
up and middle part salute to the costume I 
made. I respect you, 13-year-old me. I respect 
you. Don't worry baby, we made it out of 2002 
ok,” Meyer wrote in the photo’s caption. 

As one of three finalists, the pair receives 
$100 worth of Chronicle books, a written 
critique from editors and a feedback session 
with Rachel Fershleiser, Tumblr’s director of 
literary outreach. Gillespie said working with 
Chronicle has been a positive experience, 
and if the blog garners enough good content, 
it is possible they will be published.
